The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gordon et al 
EP 0262885. 

The rejection of record is maintained. "Consisting of" would overcome, but 
Gordon shows pyrethrum with benzyl alcohol and an acceptable carrier, water, with 
functionality as a pesticidal composition. Clearly, the carrier, water, Benzyl alcohol and 
pyrethrum is not adversely effected by the presence of synergist, preservatives, 
perfume, stabilizer and surfactants; ingredients common to pesticidal compositions. In 
fact, in Example 1 formula 3, is absent alcohol other than Benzyl alcohol, while formula 
6 has only the synergist, in an acceptable hydrocarbon carrier, and 8 has both carrier, 
with all of these compositions showing 100% efficacy as pesticidal composition. Added 
ingredients only aid, not interfere, with, pesticidal efficacy as ovacidal activity (Table 1). 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Locher 
et al 3445565 i^Jview of Lover et al 4368207 and Schraufstatter et al 2945782. 

The rejection of record is maintained; Locher is directed to ectoparasite control, 
utilizing acceptable carriers, with Example 2, inert carrier and pyrethrum with synergist 
and quassia oil. Lover, at Table III, shows 100% Lethality of Benzyls alcohol or 2- 
phenylethanol against mites, thus obvious to include ion a pesticidal composition to 
apply to an animal infested with mites and other pests, with added expectation of 
sanitary benefits of benzyl alcohol taught by Schraufstatter.
